Tee-Joint Tubular Member of Plastic Alloy 
Abstract 

The present utility model relates to a tee-joint tubular member of plastic alloy, 
and solves the problem of on-spot rupture of threading of the tee-joint tubular 
member of plastic alloy. Tube orifices at both ends of the tee-joint tubular 
member of plastic alloy are provided with female threads, tube orifices having 
identical tube diameter at the center are provided with female threads along 
the length direction of the tubular member, and a layer of strengthening healing 
agent is coated on the threads. The claimed tee-joint tubular member of plastic 
alloy is resistant to acid corrosion, never goes rusty, maintains sanitary water 
quality, simplifies the assembling method, saves both time and manpower 
consumption, and lowers construction costs. 
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
